| Spokesman for the delegation was 
iJohn A. Raffetto, Jr., chairman of 
the chamber of commerce road com- 
mittee, who noted that there had 
been a fatal accident last night on 
the narrow and winding eight-mile 
section of U. S. Route 50 in the vi- 
cinity of Shingle Springs: 

Realignment of this section, from 
a point near El Dorado to the top 
of the Clarksville hill was the num- 
ber one project in the committee’s 
‘recommendations. 

The committee also urged the re- 
alignment of the section east of 
Placerville between Merrymans and 
the Five Mile Terrace and suggested 
that theeState Highway Commis- 
sion inquire of the Forest Service 
concerning the possibility of a re- 
alignment of the Fresh Pond Hill 
which is within the national forest. 

It was suggested that this project 
should take priority over the second 
unit of the Meyers Grade improve- 
ment, since it is traversed regular- 
ly by lumber trucks and is in al- 
most daily year-round use.

SOCIAL SECURITY WAGE 


| REPORTS NOW READY 


FOR WAGE EARNERS 


Wage earners whose jobs are cov- 
ered by the federal social security 


, act May now obtain a statement of 


wages credited to their accounts 
since the law became effective on 
January 1, 1937, James G. Brether- 
ton, Sacramento manager of the so- 
cial security board, announced to- 
day. 

Bretherton said that if employees 
would request a statement of wages 
credited to their accounts each year 
it would help eliminate any errors 
in reports filed with the social se- 
curity board. 

A postcard form for requesting 
this information can be obtained at 
the board’s Sacramento office lo- 
cated in the Old Post Office Build- 
ing. 

“The revised social security act 
now provides monthly insurance 
payments to the widow and young 
children of a worker who dies” de- 
clared Bretherton, “and I believe 


a levy of $4,823,008.68. This repre- 
sented a gain of 2.04 per cent over 
the September, 1939, tax which to- 
taled $4,726,600.98. 

With the September report com- 
pleted, Board records revealed that 
for the first three quarters of 1940 
the gasoline tax amounted to a to- 
tal of $42,213,140.94.

Looking through some of the ledg- 
ers of the fifties in which the re- 
cords of sales were kept here in 
Placerville, certainly we can’t com- 
plain about prices. In a crumbling 
old ledger with a candle grease- 
stained cover, I find that two and a 
half pounds of crackers sold for 
50c, one can of oysters for a dol- 
lar, two pounds of molasses for 87c 
and two pounds of apples for 25c.

Roll 
in salt, pepper and flour and brown 
in the pork fat, Put in stew kettle 
and add boiling water to cover. 
Season with a very little garlic, 1 
small onion, a stalk of celery, a 
sprig of rosemary (a very small 
one) and a minced carrot.
